residents." to quote the Mayor.

3. That proponents of the fund 
also suggested a charge on 
"water service" to be directed to 
the recreation department, but 
tentatively withdrew this idea 
because, of the impending water 
bond issue.

4. That a subdivision fee of 
from $5 to $100 per homesite in 
new tracts be charged for recrea­ 
tion purposes, an idea aJso drop- j 
ped, the Press is told. \

The letter which the Recrea­ 
tion Department is "sending" to 
the City Council at the request 
of the mayor and others interest­ 
ed set forth all three plans, hut 
it said that the 75 rent monthly 
garbage and trash pick-up fee "is 
the most appealing to the Rec- ; 
reation Commission." j

The idea was initiated at a 
combined meeting at "dinner'* in 
the Alondra Club, on Prairie 
avenue, north of North Torrance. 
attended by Councilmen W. 
Blount. Ed Karlow. H. Spelman 
and Mayor Haggard; Planning 
Commission members and Rec­ 
reation Commission members.
